W ashington, Sept. 5.— Farmer Con-i 
gressm an J. Adam Bede of Minnesota, 
offers a reward of $1,000 to any char­ 
itable organization for proof that the 
National Association of M anufactur­ 
ers spent money to bribe a member 
of Congress. 


lf Mr. Bede will offer the $1,000 
for proof that this association spent 
money to intim idate, coerce or terri­ 
fy members of congress into the sup­ 
port of legislation inm ical to labor, 
he will have no trouble in disburs­ 
ing his savings. 


Were is a case in point, which re­ 
quires no C ongressional 
investiga­ 
tion to substantiate, having been am ­ 
ply proven by correspondence already 
published. YI hen form er Congressm an 
J. J. Gardner first cam e to W ashing-j 
ton as a representative of the peo­ 
ple, he was a worthy friend of labor. 
The X. A. M. promptly took notice of I 
bim. It sent much boodle into his d is-' 
trict aud cam e near defeating him. 
Gardner learned his 
lesson. 
There­ 
after he was “good.” That is, he be­ 
cam e unfriendly to labor. In fact he 
becam e so hostile to labor that Uncle 
Joe Cannon decided he would make 
an excellent chairm an of the Labor 
C omm ittee. And Gardner was an ex­ 
cellent chairm an from the viewpoint 
of the N. A. M. W henever a bill per­ 
taining to the welfare of labor was 
introduced in the House, it was re­ 
ferred to Mr. 
Gardner’s 
com m ittee, 
which was equivalent to referring it 
to the catacom bs, because, unless it 
was hostile to workingmen, it was 
never again heard of. 
Mr. Bede’s published statem ent is 
so worded as to int ply his belief that 
the working methods of the X. A. M. 
| were patriotic and deserve no critic- 
ism. I desire for one to disagree. 
It is true that the published evi­ 
dence does not show that the method 
of the N. A. M. is seeking to control 
legislation was to approach a m em ­ 
ber of congress and say: “Here is $!- 
°00. Vote so and so.” That would con­ 
stitute a crim e punishable with a pen- \ 
itentiary sentence. The schem e used 
by the X. A. M. was more artistic and 
modern. It provided for the obtain­ 
ing of the sam e results that would 
be obtained by the 
more 
crim inal 
method, without any risk of going 
to prison. 


The working method of the X. a. 
M. appears to have been as follow s 
Suppose a member of congress con­ 
scientiously believes 8 hours consti­ 
tutes a fair day’s work on a gov­ 
ernm ent battleship. He so votes. 
The X. A. M. promptly places his 
name down on the black list, and the 
next tim e election rolls around, sends 
sufficient money into his district to 
beat him. 


I would like to ask Mr. Bede this 
question: Suppose the X. A. M. was 
perm itted to go on working system ­ 
atically year after year, spending mon 
ey to nom inate men hostile to labor 
and spending m oney to defeat mem 
hers of congress who refused to be 
■hostile to labor, how long a tim e does 
Mr. Bede believe the N. A. M. would 
need to make congress a- body of men 
that would be exclusively represent­ 
ing big business and special priv­ 
ilege? 
And after the X. A. M. had finally 
succeeded in routing out of congress 
the very last man independent of big 
business, how long does Mr. Bede be­ 
lieve the people would be satisfied 
with this form of governm ent?

The referendum does not seek to 
tam per with the location of the seat 
of governm ent, which is regarded as 
definitely fixed through the McMech- 
an resolution. T he bill arranged for 
the construction work on the build­ 
ing, and made an appropriation. It 
authorized the appointm ent of three 
capitol com m issioners, tw o dem ocrats 
and one republican, each to receive 
$3,000 per year salary, and to give 
bond in the sum of 425,000 each. It 
provides for an 
office 
force, 
the 
adoption of plans for a state house, 
the awarding of contracts and the sale 
of town lots out of land com prising 
the northeast site. 


The legislature elected as Capitol 
Com m issioners W. 
B. 
Anthony 
of 
Marlow, form er Speaker of the House 
of R epresentatives and private secre­ 
tary to Gov. C. X. H askell during the 
first state adm inistration; P. J. Gould­ 
ing of Enid, ex-state senator, both 
dem ocrats, and Stephen H. Douglass, 
ex-postm aster o f Ardmore, as the re­ 
publican member. 


By term s of the act the state house 
is to cost $1,500,000, with on e.half of 
the total amount available for immed­ 
iate operations. N one of it 
is 
made 
available however, 
until Oklahoma 
City pays to the sta te what is due on 
the free rent pledge made in 1910. 


The $750,000 was put together by 
the follow ing appropriations; $100,000 
paid to Gov. Cruce as trustee, $53,- 
587.50 (w hen paid) representing what 
is due on the free rent pledge, 494,- 
197.10 to be borrowed from the game 
protection fund and to be repaid to 
that fund when m oney is derived from 
the sale of town lots, 6252,224.40, be­ 
ing unused portions of appropriations 
made by form er legislatures, and held 
by the state treasurer and 4250,000 
out of the state taxes collected for 
the fiscal year ending June, 1915. 
T he 6252,224.40 gathered from un­ 
expended 
appropriations 
includes 
item s ranging from 52c to 4190,000, 
the latter being the balance of the 
1912 general revenue fund, against a 
portion o f which the state treasurer 
says there are state warrants out­ 
standing.

Berlin, Sept. o.—On 
the 
historic 
plains of Silesia, where the armies of 
Frederick the great carried the stand­ 
ards of Prussia just one hundred and 
fifty years ago, another great arm y 
carrying the imperial colors 
of 
a 
united Germany assembled today un­ 
der the eye of Frederick’s descend­ 
ant, Emperor William II. For the next 
five days this modern army of 79,909 
men, divided into two opposing corps 
will engage in the annual Grand or 
“Kaiser” maneuvers, which are the 
most important army exercises of the 
year. 
The maneuvers this year are re 
garded as the most important ever 
held by the German army. More men 
are engaged than ever before, while 
the tests to which they will he put 
will be unusually severe. Aeroplanes 
and dirigibles, the 
latter 
equipped 
witji wireless outfits, will be employ 
ed for scouting purposes and the car­ 
rying of 
despatches. 
The 
German 
army is soon to have a bicycle corps 
for the first time, and it is expect 
ed the various types of machines wil 
be tried out in a practical way dur­ 
ing the maneuvers. 
. Eminent military leaders of many 
countries are to witness the maneu­ 
vers as personal guests of the Em 
peror. Among them are Gen. Pollio, 
chief of the general staff of the Ital­ 
ian army, and Gen. Ramon Fniz, chief 
of the general staff of the army of 
the Argentine Republic. All of the 
kingdoms, grand duchies, principal­ 
ities and other component parts of the 
German empire are represented by 
their rulers or 
other 
distinguished 
dignitaries. The King of Saxony, the 
King of Wurtenburg, Prince Freder­ 
ick William of Prussia, 
and 
Prince 
Rupert of Bavaria 
are among 
the 
numebr. 
Practically all of the commanding 
officers of the army are to attend, the 
list being headed by Field Marshals 
von der Goltz and Count von Haesel- 
er. While the detailed program has 
not been made public, it is under­ 
stood that the general idea will be to 
solve the problems of defense against 
an invasion of Germany 
from 
the 
East. The 
invading 
and 
defending 
armies will be represented by the 5th 
and 6th Army Corps, respectively. Un­ 
til the maneuvers are well under way 
none of the generals-in-chief will be 
given any information as to where 
the Emperor's headquarters are lo­ 
cated, that this knowledge mav hoi 
influence their dispositions.

More recently the fa­ 
mous prisoner made a desperate ef­ 
fort to regain his freedom and did 
succeed in escaping from his cell. 
With the aid of a tool or tools which 
the prison authorities have never lo­ 
cated Pomeroy cut the bars of his 
cell door and was quite a distance 
down the prison corridor before he 
was discovered and captured by the 
guards.
